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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the examiner appreciates and understands 
the applicant's intenUbehind the phrase "switchable as an oscillating axle (in a cylinder transverse combination) or as a stabilizing axle (in 
a cross combination)", the claim remains broad enough that the Martin et al. in view of Heyring rejection still reads on this independ nt 
claim (and independent claims). Specifically, any axle could be a "stabilizing axle in cross combination" assuming that the axle 
provides support across the vehicle, and all cross-frame axles provide this support. Further, the phrases "transverse combinaton" and 
"cross combination" are extremely broad and can be read upon in a number of different ways. For instance, one could assume that 
these two combinations are synanomous since "transverse" and "cross" can both refer to a direction across the vehicle. Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
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
